A Negro Ravisher’s Ears and Fingers Cut Off 


Before He Was Hanged.

His Head Hacked From’ the Body With 
Pocket Knives After Death. 


Sickening Details of a Crime Which Has No Parallel 
| in This Country. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 16.—Jefferson El- 
lis, the Fayette County assailant, was 
strung to a telegraph pole at 1:40 this 
morning by 350 men within 200 yards of the 
scéne of his crimé. Before hanging the ne- 
gro the mob cut off his ears and all 
of his fingers and oth ise mutilated him 
in a manner too horrible to tell. 

The mob with their prisoner reached 
the home of his victim, Miss Prater, near 
Braden, soon after midnight. The yoyng 
woman identified him as her assailant. As 
goon as this was done an armed squad of 
men took Ellis from Constable Farrow and 
started with him for the pike, where the 
public road crossed the Louisville & Nash- 
ville railroad. Here there is also a tele- 
graph pole. A big fire had been built at the 
place and around it the mob gathered in 
a circle. The handcuffed negro was on his 
kn@@s before the fire. The leaders of.the 
mob told Bilis to pray, but he only looked 
at them in a stupid manner. Being told that 
he was about to die he raised his voice ina 

‘negro hymn. By the time he had finished 
the mob was looking ugly. The fiercer ele- 
ment were in complete control. Cries of 
“Burn him!” were heard on all-sides. This 
fearful fate would probably have béen fort- 
unate for the negro as subsequent events 
proved. 

Amid the shouts of the mob a man jumped 
to the negro’s side with a drawn knife in 

_ his hand. ... =, ae he Sere ae so il ee ilo 
“Cut off his ears!’ they cried. 

“Give me a finger!’ shouted one man, 

“I want a thumb!” cried another. 

The better element in the crowd drew off 
at this and said they were notin favor 
of doing’ anything but hanging the negro. 
Their protests were not noticed. 

Being urged on by the fiercest in the 
crowd, the man with the knife cut off the 
negro’s right ear and held up the bleed- 

| ing trophy in full view of the crowd. The 
other ear was cut off a few moments later. 

The mob became madder at the sight of 
this work and those who were mutilating 
the negro found ample encouragement. 
They next cut off his fingers, and tearing 
away part of his clothes they mutilated 
him in a horrible manner. The negro was 


covered with blood and his head looked 
like it had been scalped. The mob was not 


even then willing to end the negro’s agony. 
They made him stand where the crowd 
could see. , 

Finally, thirty-five minutes after the tor- 
ture of the negro began, the rope was put 
around his neck. The telegraph pole was 75 
feet away. The rope was a very long one. 
The free end was taken by a man who 
quickly climbed the telegraph pole and 
threw it over the cross-arm. The crowd 
jerked the negro to the foot of the pole 

- and while the mob shouted the bleeding and 
mutilated form of the megro was swung to 
the cross-arm. 

Then the victim of the mob’s frenzy was 
lowered to the ground and his head was cut 
from his body with pocket-knives. The 
noose was then put over the feet and the 
headless body was again swung up. It is 
intended to send the head to the family of 
the Httle girl the negro attempted to as- 
sa last Saturday in Mississippi. <A 
placard was put on the body bearing these 
words: " 

“Death to the man who cuts him down be- 
fore 6:30 this evening.”’ 

No doubt. the injunction of the mob will 
be obeyed to the letter, and the passengers 
on the Louisville & Nashville trains to-day 
may see the horrible sight. 

The point where the lynching occurred is 
@ cross-road called Clofton Summit. The 
mob dispersed after doing its terrible work.

They spied a rat emerge from 
the sink and young Fuch grabbed a re- 
volver from off the table near by, with the 
intention of shooting the rodent. 

Kraft also wanted the pleasure of ending 
the rat’s existence and made an effort to 
take the revolver from Fuch, In the scuf- 
fle for the possession of the revolver the 
weapon was discharged, the ball taking ef- 
fect just below Kraft’s collar bone and pen- 
etrating his left lung. 

Dr. J. J. Link of 910 Lami street was 
called, but because of the unpropitious sur- 
roundings did not make a thorough inves- 
tigation of the seriousness of the wound. He

SAID PASHA ACCEPTS. 


The Scheme for Better Government 
Drawn Up by the Powers Awaits 
the Sultan’s Signature. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 16.—Said Pasha 
has accepted the scheme for reform in Ar- 
menia drawn up by Great Britain, France 
and Russia, and it now awaits the signa- 
ture of the Sultan. The scheme is almost 
identical with the proposals of last May 
which, in substance, were that the Gover- 
nors and Vice-Governors of Van, Erzeroum, 
Sivas, Bitlis, Kartut and Trebizond, be 
Christian or Mussulman, according to the 
inclination of the population; but either the 
Governor or the Vice-Governor is to be a 
Christian, and the appointments are to be 
confirmed by the Powers. The local and not 
State officials are to collect the taxes and 
enough money is to be retained before it 
is forwarded to Constantinople to pay the 
expenses of local administration. 

Complete changes will be made in the 
judicial system, torture will be abolished 
and the prisons will be under surveillance; 
the police will be composed of Christians 
and Turks equally and the laws against 
compulsory conversions to Islamism will be 
strictly enforced. 

The Ambassadors of the Powers expect 


that the whole question will be finally set- 
tled during the course of the week by, the 
promulgation of an imperial decree. Con- 
trary to general expectation, the h com- 
missioner, who l be ch th the 
execution of this #&cheme of reform, must be 
a Christian. This was the hardest pill for 
the Porte to swallow, and for a lo time 
it threatened to bring about the seri- 
ous complications. . ~

HOW TO RAISE THE FUNDS, 


Instead of Levying a Special Tax it Is 
Propesed to Create a Li- 
cense System. 


Plans were outlined at a meeting of the 
Railroad Committee of the St. Louis Manu-- 
facturers’ Association yesterday afternoon 
for building a free bridge across the Mis- 
sissippi River at this point. Chairman La- 
clede J. Howard presided. 

It was decided that the money for such 
an undertaking can be raised by a license 
system, which will produce a revenue of 
nearly $1,000,000 a year. The cost of the pro- 
posed bridge ifs $3,000,000 and of the termin-.. 
als $6,000,000. From figures given below it 
will be seen that the city is now paying 
out about $276,000 annually’ on bridge bonds, 
for which it gets no returns, and that a vast 


sum of money could have been saved had 
the city built its own bridge years 

There were present at the meeting 
Laclede J. Howard, T. P. Plummer, J. A. 
Schultz, George Gannett, P. H. Degnan, L. 
J. W. Wall, J. M. Van Cleve, George Goetz, 
and J. H, -Conrades, ee icace some of 
the largest manufactu concerns in the 
West, 

Another meeting of the Railroad Commit- 
tee will be held in about ten days, at which 
definite action will be- taken. 
will then be referred to. the 
Couneil of the association, and 
thorough consideration that body will re- 
fer it to the Manufacturers’ Association 
for final action. 

A former plan was disoussed. and found to 
be impracticable, and a new plan for rais- 
ing the money to build the bridge was form- 
ulated which the committee considered as 
solving the problem. It will be a license 
scheme, which will not in any way in- 
crease the taxation on the property holders 
yet which will guarantee a revenue of 
$966,940 per annum on the present valuation. 

Shields & Gadsden, attorneys for the as- 
sociation, are now preparing the ordinance 
which will be represented to the City Coun. 
cil as soon as possible after its approret > 

ation. i? 
| Cannon in, by. direction of . 
‘Committee, is now preparing an

nance: is finished. 

One of the best posted men in the coun- 
try, whose name t committee is not pre- 
pared as yet to make public, will be em- 
ployed to look after the details and tech- 
nique of the plans, 

The charter under which the Eads Bridge 
was organized and built prohibits the build- 
ing of another bridge within two miles of 
the Eads Bridge. This charter will expire 
in about nine months. will make 
it possible to build a new bridge within the 
business districts, and the plan of the com- 
mittee contemplates its erection just north 
of the Eads Bridge, possibly at Cass ave- 


nue. 

The estimate of the cost of building a 
railroad and wagon bridge from abutment 
to abutment is $3,000,000 in round figures, 
and the cost of the terminals is put at 
$5,000,000, making the total cost of bridge 
and terminals about $8,000,000. 

The committee already has under con- 
sideration the applications of three prom- 
inent engineering firms, who desire to bid on 
the construction of the bridge. 

Another plan of the committee contem- | 
pines the leasing of the Eads. Bridge ‘nm 
leu of the erection of the new bridge. This 
plan is, however, a secondary cons deration, 
as the committee does not believe the old

The case for the State was opened by 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Bishop, who 
with Judge Chester Krum is conducting 
the prosecution.

The woman seemed in no wise affected 
by the recital. She listened intently, oc- 
easionally stopping to converse with her 
attorneys, Judge Thomas Bashaw and 
James L. Hopkins. 

The first witness called by the State was 
Dr. E. F. Hechdoerfer, who performed the 
post mortem on the murdered man. He 
merely described the nature of the wounds. 
He remarked on the laceration of the lid 
of Morrissey’s eye where one of the bullets 
had entered. This seemed to worry Judge 
Bashaw and upon cross examination he 
dwelt on it at some length. The witness ad- 
mitted that he had forgotten to mention it 
in the testimony before the Coroner. 

Dr. Thomas B. O'Reilly followed. There 
was some trepidation in his manner as he 
ascended the stand. His face was very pale 
and this, with his mass of prematurely iron- 
pray curly hair made his appearance strik.

There is a very wide divergence of opinion 
on the report. President McMath thinks 
the columns in their present condition are 
a menace to the safety of the building 
and favors removing five of them and re- 
placing them with sound ones. This, he 
says, can be done without weakening the 
rest of the building. He says further that 
the building will have to be strengthened 
throughout by putting in additional pillars. 

Water Commissioner Holman, on the 
other hand, says that the fact of the col- 
umns having core or air holes in them did 
not necessarily make them defective and 
that practically cast iron columns cannot 
be made free of them. The only possibility 
is that there may be floating cores. These 
would weaken the columns and their pres- 
ence can be detected only by boring. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter saw both mem- 
bers of the Christopher Simpson Architect- 
ural Iron Co., which had the iron work con- 
tract. The price was $84,484, and the last 
payment was made in February, 1893. Mr. 
Christopher, Mr. Simpson and the tom- 
pany’s engineer, Mr. Simon, took issue with 
every statement made in the. report. To 
show that cast iron was preferable to either 
‘wrought iron or steel for resistance to com- 
pression the tables of the Carnegie Steel 
Co. were consulted. 

Here the ultimate resistance to compres- 
sion of castiron was placed at from 82,000 to 
145,000 per square inch;. wrought iron, 36,000 
to 40,000 per square inch; and steel, 5 per cent 
more than wrought iron. It was calculated 
that a column 14 inches in diameter would 
withstand a compression of 2,750 tons, in- 
stead of 240 toms, as the plans rated them. 
The tables are based on a factor of 4; that 
is, the resistance is really four times greater 
than the tables give as a safe calculation.

WHERE I8 THE LIMIT? 


The Comptroller’s statement of the 
amounts appropriated for the Citv Tiall 
shows a total of $1,348,666.66. Of this sum 
$998,367 have been expended, leaving an 
available balance of $350,299.66, 

There ig no assurance that this balance 
will be #hfficient to complete the build- 
ing, although it provides for an expend- 
iture of more than oné-third of a million 
dollars in excess of the*original esti- 
mate of its cost, upon which the contract 
was awarded. The best that can be 
promised is that it will make the build- 
ing habitable. 

How much more will be needed to com- 
plete the building? When is the limit 
of expenditure to be reached? It is cer- 
tain that the building will cost not less 
than $1,500,000, and that the city was 
duped into accepting plans of a building 
to cost a third more than was expected, 
but is that all? 

Of course, jobbery is responsible for 
much of this excess. The various sur- 

investigations which have been

cade show that, but is it not time to fix 


a limit both to jobbery and to legiti- 
mate expenditure? Surely the commis- 
sion can now place a fair estimate on 
the remaining work to be done and can 
determine the total cost. 

This should be done and all additional 
contracts held within the limit. The 
city should not be compelled to bear the 
burden of an ever-increasing job.

They become accus- 
tomed@ to work with a large number and be- 
come accustomed to being provided for and 
to being guided in all particulars, so that as 
a rule they are weakened for life, while the 
children coming from even the poorest 
private homes are found to be self-reliant, 
and often become the most successful men

artificially arranged by parents, 
fans or charity comm aN 

The truth of this is often shown © 
the contrasts in the careers of pampered 
youth for whom all advantages are pro-. 
vided and the childreg of poor parents 
who must win all the advantages they 
enjoy. Some of the best and most suc- 
cessful men this country has produced 
have been boys sent out from cities to 
earn their living in the country. 

Of course temporary refuges are neéeces- 
Sary and training schools are valuable, 
but the sooner the juvenile wards of 
charity ean be removed from the influs 
ence of dependence and institutional dl- 
rection and placed with proper discretion 
in the ordinary conditions of life the 
better for them and society.

STATE COMMITTEE MEETING. 


What is the matter with the Demo- 
cratic State Committee? Why has there 
been such a delay in calling a meeting” 
The Democratic State Convention at Per- 
tle Springs made plain the desire of the 
party that the work of organization and 
of preparation for next year’s campaign 
should be promptly begun.

ity belonging to the committee when as- 
sembled on the call of the Chairman. 


Here is a plain programme, easily car- 
ried out. Let three members of the com- 
mittee request Chairman Maffitt to calla 
meeting of the committee. . If he fails to 
do so within a week after being request- 
ed, let a majority of the 34 State Com- 
mitteemen sign a call for a meeting. If 
Chairman Maffitt attends the meeting so 
called, well and good. If he fails to at- 
tend, the meeting should at once elect a 
Chairman and Secretary and proceed 
with the work confided to it.

THE CONSTITUTION. 


Declarations of the Cuban Revolution- 
ary Government. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—The Herald says 
to-day: The conetitution of the Cuban 
revolutionary government has been pro- 
mulgated. The text follows: 

The revolution for the independence and 
creation in Cuba of a democratic republic, 
initiated the 4th day of February last, 
solely declared the separation of Cuba from 
the Spanish monarchy.

ST. LOUIS, Qect. 16 
Drought conditions continge in winter wheat sec- 
tions and the map does not give any evidence of a 
change in the near future’ Complaints of the ut- 
favorable effects of this dry weather are coming in 
from différent sections, but; the most decided re- 
ceived here to-day from the. Southwest. Some farm- 
ets there have been obliged to reseed, their first 
sowing of wheat not having. come tp, owing to the 


drought and the poor qua of the wheat used 
for seeding. 


While wheat receipts have been unusually liberal 
at St. Louis of late, owing Mirgely to the hard winter 
and the spring wheat turned this way, yet the 
shipments out have nearly equalied the receipts, 
and, if flour reduced to wheat was counted, would 
exceed the receipts.

7 TAX ON ALCOHOL. 


Suits to Recover Money Paid Brought 
in the Court of Claims. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 16.—The 
suite brought) in the Court of Claims to re- 
cover the ta imposed by the Government 
on alcohol’ used in medicinal compounds 
and in the arts will probably dome uj at the 
session of the court which begins next 
week. Under the present tariff law alcohol 
used in medicinal compounds and in the 
arts was to be free from taxation under 


regulations to be préscribed by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. Owing to the diffi- 
culty of carrying out the law, however, 
and upon the representation that it could 
open the way for wholesale fraud the Sec- 
retary declined to make regulations and, 
despite the protests of manufacturing 
pharmacists and others using alcohol ex- 
empt from taxation by the terms of the 
tariff law, the tax was collected. In this 
way it is estimated that during the fifteen 
months the law has been in operation be- 
tween $4,000,000 and $5,000,000 have been col- 
lected on alcohol that would have been ex- 
empt had the Secretary issued regula- 
tions. Druggists and others have paid the 
taxes, but have carefully returned evidence 
of the amounts paid and two test suits, 
one by a firm of manufacturing druggists 
of Baltimore and the other by a New York 
hat firm, have been brought in the Court of 
Claims to recover. The briefs of the com- 
plainants have been filed and ee At- 
torney-General Dodge is preparing the case 
of the Government.
